Nothing 
eventful eccurred until we reached 
Athabasca Landing on December 25, 
where we remained and spent Xmas 
Day devouring the plum puddings 
which we had taken with us, The 
distance from Edmonton to the Land- 
ing is LOD miles, and the country is 
partly covered with poplar and jack 
pine and is rich in mineral wealth— 
us well as mosquitoes and bottle flies 
in season, At the Landing is a natu- 
ral gas well which burns continuously, 
After leaving the Landing, we travel- 
led of the ive of the Athabasca river 
until Little Slave river is reached, 
The next stop of any importance was 
Baptise Creek, where we took on hay 
and where Jimmie baked the first 
batch of bannocks, The Athabasca 
river is some 500 feet in width and 
the shores are covered with poplar, 
balm of gilead and spruce, until Slave 
river is reached. After travelling up 
its serpentine course for some 20 miles 
we reached an inn which is kept by 
two Englishmen, ([f you want to 
know if they can play crib, just ask 
Bob.) The river being open at this 
point, and our spare horse being loose, 
the animal walked out and took a 
drink of its sparkling waters, and we 
all stood spell bound, expecting every 
moment to see her engulfed, but we 
rejoiced to see her come ashore again, 
Further up there are patches of prairie 
on the bank till we reach our genial 
friend Tom's at the lower end of Les 
ser Slave Lake.
